Methane 
Is Found 
On Mars 

Gas eruption could be a sign 
life exists on the Red Planet 

WASHINGTON I A surprising and mysterious 
belch of methane gas on Mars hints at pos- 
sible microbial life underground but also 
could come from changes in rocks, a new 
NASA study found. 

The presence of methane on Mars could 
be significant because by far most of the 
gas on Earth is a by-product of life — from 
animal digestion and decaying plants and 
animals. Past studies indicated no regular 
methane on Mars. But new research using 
three ground-based telescopes confirmed 
that nearly 21,000 tons of methane were 
released during a few months in the late 
summer of 2003, according to a study pub- 
lished Thursday in the online edition of the 
journal Science. 

“This raises the probability substantial- 
ly that life was there or still survives at the 
present,” study author Michael Mumma of 
NASA’s Goddard Space Flight Center told 
The Associated Press. 

But Mumma also said claims of life need 
far more evidence. By 2006, most of the 
methane had disappeared from the Martian 
atmosphere, adding to the mystery of the

Bush Takes 
Last Turn at 
Bully Pulpit 

President defends his 
tenure during farewell 
address to the nation 

WASHINGTON I Reflecting on two 
tumultuous terms in the White 
House, President Bush defended 
his tenure in a 
farewell address 
Thursday, arguing 
that he followed 
his conscience and 
always acted in 
the best interests 
of the nation. 
“You may not 
agree with some tough decisions I 
have made, but I hope you can agree 
that I was willing to make the tough 
decisions,” Bush said, according to 
excerpts of his prime-time speech 
released in advance. 

Touting his domestic record, 
Bush said he has presided over high- 
er standards in public schools, a new 
Medicare prescription drug bene- 
fit and lower income taxes; added 
help for people suffering from drug 
addiction; and appointed two jus- 
tices to the Supreme Court. 

“We have faced danger and trial, 
and there is more ahead,” Bush 
said. “But with the courage of our 
people and confidence in our ide- 
als, this great nation will never 
tire, never falter and never fail.”

Jet apparently collides 
with birds, lands in 
Hudson River in N.Y. 

NEWYORKIA US Airways pilot 
ditched his disabled jetliner into 
the frigid Hudson River on Thurs- 
day afternoon after a collision with 
a flock of birds apparently knocked 
out both engines, but rescuers pulled 
all 155 people on board to safety. 

There were no immediate reports 
of any serious injuries. Fire depart- 
ment officials said at least half the 
people on board were evaluated for

conditions including hypothermia, 
bruises and other minor injuries. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg, an 
experienced pilot, said he had spo- 
ken with the pilot and a passenger 


who claimed to be the last one off 
the plane. 

“It would appear that the pilot 
did a masterful job of landing the 
plane in the river, and then making 
sure everybody got out,” the mayor 
said at a news conference. 

Bloomberg said most of the 
rescued — including an infant — 
were picked up right away and put 
on police, Coast Guard and ferry 
boats. Police divers rescued a few 
people underwater, he said. 

Flight 1549 went down minutes 
after takeoff from LaGuardia Air- 
port for Charlotte, N.C., splashing 


into the river near 48th Street in 
midtown Manhattan. 

“There were eyewitness reports 
the plane may have flown into a 
flock of birds,” said Federal Avia- 
tion Administration spokeswoman 
Laura Brown. “Right now, we don’t 
have any indication this was any- 
thing other than an accident.” 

Passenger Jeff Kolodjay of Nor- 
walk, Conn., said he heard an explo- 
sion two or three minutes into the 
flight, looked out the left side of 
the Airbus 320 and saw one of the 
engines on fire. 

“The captain said, ‘Brace for 
impact, because we’re going down,”’ 
Kolodjay said. He said passengers 
put their heads in their laps and 
started saying prayers. He said the 
plane hit the water pretty hard, but 
he was fine. 

“It was intense. It was intense. 
You’ve got to give it to the pilot. He 
made a hell of a landing,” Kolod- 
jay said. 

Gov. David Paterson described 
the emergency landing as a trag- 
edy averted. 

“We had a miracle on 34th 
Street. I believe now we have had a 
miracle on the Hudson,” he said. 

The plane was submerged in the 
icy waters up to the windows when 
rescuers in Coast Guard vessels and 
ferryboats arrived, opened the door 
and pulled passengers in yellow life 
vests from the aircraft. 

Twenty-seven years ago this 
week, an Air Florida plane crashed 
into the Potomac River after hit- 
ting abridge just after takeoff from 
Washington National Airport. The 
crash on Jan. 13, 1982, killed 78 peo- 
ple including four people in cars on

AG nominee Holder 
stakes out positions in 
confirmation hearing 

WASHINGTON I With just three 
words, Attorney General-designate 
Eric Holder capped years of angry 
debate over U.S. counterterrorism 
policy and declared a major break 
from the Bush administration. 

“Waterboarding is torture,” said 
Holder, President-elect Barack 
Obama’s pick to run the Justice 
Department. 

Holder’s blunt response to the 
first question at his confirma- 
tion hearing Thursday was one 
that many on the Senate Judiciary 
Committee had sought after years 
of frustrating non-answers on the 
subject from Attorney General 
Michael Mukasey and his prede- 
cessor, Alberto Gonzales. 

The 57-year-old former pros- 
ecutor, who would become the 
first black U.S. attorney general, 
pledged to shut down the Guan- 
tanamo Bay military prison and 


restore the Justice Department’s 
reputation of independence from 
political interference. 

Holder told lawmakers he did 
not believe the attorney general’s job 
was to serve as the president’s law- 
yer — a frequent criticism of Gonza- 
les’ tenure under President Bush. He 
also vowed to see how much harm 
has been done to the department 


by political scandals. 

“One of the things I’m going to 
have to do as attorney general in 
short order is basically do a damage 
assessment,” Holder said. 

Holder appeared headed for 
confirmation. No Republican 
has announced plans to oppose 
his nomination, devlin barrett and

Israel Shells U.N. Compound in Gaza 



Attack destroys food 
stores; separate raid 
kills key Hamas figure 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Israeli artil- 
lery shells struck the United Nations 
headquarters in the Gaza Strip on 
Thursday, setting a food warehouse 
ablaze and drawing a sharp rebuke 
from the visiting U.N. chief, who 
called it an “outrage.” 

Another Israeli bombardment 
killed Hamas’ head of security. 

The attack added to a day of 
deadly chaos pitting Israeli troops 
against Islamic militants. Terrified 
residents huddled in shelters and 
stairwells, or scooped up toddlers 
and fled on foot. 

After nightfall, shells landed 
near Gaza City’s Quds Hospital, 
where many families had sought 
refuge, and the building caught fire, 
forcing staff to evacuate hundreds 
of people. According to a hospital 
medic, some patients were pushed 
down the street on gurneys; a few 
held white flags. 


The destruction added to what 
aid groups say is a humanitarian 
crisis in Gaza and ratcheted up 
tensions between Israel and the 


international community even as 
diplomats indicated progress in 
cease-fire talks. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Tzipi 


Livni was departing Thursday 
night for Washington to discuss a 
Gaza cease-fire with Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice. The United 
States and Egypt have been work- 
ing to forge an agreement to end 
20 days of bitter fighting. 

The U.N. compound was struck 
about a half-dozen times over a 
roughly two-hour period while more 
than 700 civilians were sheltering 
there, said John Ging, head of Gaza 
operations for the U.N. Relief and 
Works Agency. 

The civilians were huddling in 
the compound’s vocational training 
center when it was struck by a tank 
round or an artillery shell, caus- 
ing the three injuries, Ging said. 
Throughout this time, he said, U.N. 
officials were frantically contacting 
Israeli officials to urge an end to the 
firing on the U.N. compound. 

Also Thursday, an Israeli air- 
strike killed Interior Minister 
Said Siam, a key figure in Hamas 
who oversaw thousands of secu- 
rity agents, Hamas TV said.

dialogue” after next Tuesday. 

Diplomatic relations between the 
U.S. and Venezuela hit a new low on 
Sept. 12, when Chavez expelled the 
U.S. ambassador and recalled his

Panel Backs Purple Line Light Rail 


Montgomery board 
endorses rail over Md. 
rapid bus system plan 

The Montgomery County planning 
board Thursday endorsed a light 
rail system for the proposed Purple 
Line, choosing it over a rapid bus 
system for the suburb-to-suburb 
transit link. 

In its 4-1 vote, the panel also 
backed a route along a popular walk- 
ing and biking trail that traverses 
Chevy Chase and a country club 


before it crosses into Silver Spring 
and Prince George’s County. 

The planning board is the coun- 
ty’s first public agency to officially 
take a position on the system. Its 
recommendation is expected to 
be ratified later this month by the 
County Council after more than 
20 years of debate on the pro- 
posed 16 -mile rail line. The Prince 
George’s County Council previously 
endorsed light rail. 

The proposal ultimately will 
land on the desk of Gov. Martin 
O’Malley, a Democrat, who will 


have to decide whether to pitch 
light rail or a rapid bus system to 
the federal government as he seeks 
transportation dollars. 

Montgomery planning board 
members said they chose the more 
expensive option — light rail could 
cost about three times the price of 
a rapid bus system — because over 
the long term, it will be a quieter 
system capable of carrying more 
passengers and would create less 
pollution than buses. 

“I have been a skeptic of light rail, 
but in dense areas, I think rail has a 


lot of advantages,” said Royce Han- 
son, planning board chairman. 

The vote came after almost five 
hours of debate, during which the 
planning board hashed out the com- 
peting benefits and disadvantages 
of light rail and rapid buses. Board 
members also worried that placing 
the system near the popular George- 
town Branch Trail, a segment of 
the Capital Crescent Trail, could 
harm the environment and inter- 
fere with residential neighborhoods 
in Chevy Chase and Bethesda.

Near $700M 

RICHMOND, VA. I Gov. Timothy M. 
Kaine’s proposed budget for 2008- 
2010 would trim nearly $700 mil- 
lion from Virginia’s public educa- 
tion system. 

The proposed reductions come 
in light of a projected $2.9 billion 
drop in general fund revenues stem- 
ming from the nationwide economic 
meltdown. 

The proposed amendments to 
the 2008-2010 budget would reduce 
state funding for K-12 education 
by $96.1 million in the 2009 fiscal 
year, which ends June 30, and by 
$602.6 million in fiscal year 2010. The

Democrats Unveil 
Stimulus Package 


Senate OKs releasing 
bailout funds as Dems 
pitch $825B legislation 

WASHINGTON I Congress laid the 
foundation for President-elect 
Barack Obama’s economic recov- 
ery plan on Thursday with remark- 
able speed, clearing the way for a 
new infusion of bailout cash for 
the financial industry while major- 
ity Democrats proposed spending 
increases and tax cuts totaling a 
whopping $825 billion. 

Two days after Obama per- 
sonally lobbied for release of 
$350 billion in bailout funds, the 
Senate narrowly turned aside a bid 
to block the money. 

Across the Capitol, House Speak- 
er Nancy Pelosi, D-Calif., said, 
“Immediate job creation and then 
continuing job creation” were the 
twin goals of the separate stimulus 
legislation. It recommends tax cuts 
for businesses and individuals while 
pouring billions into areas such as 
health care, education, energy and 
highway construction. 

Both houses debated Obama’s 
call to release another $350 billion 


from the financial bailout package, 
but the vote that mattered most 
was in the Senate. Despite bipar- 
tisan anger over the Bush admin- 
istration’s handling of the program 
to date, Democratic allies of the 
incoming president prevailed on a 
52-42 roll call. The money will be 
available in less than two weeks. 

The outlines of the econom- 
ic stimulus measure reflected a 
change in political priorities, with 
an emphasis on spending and tax 
breaks. In all, the outline called for 
$550 billion in new spending and 
$275 billion in tax cuts. 

Initial Republican reaction was 
negative — and played on Obama’s 
popularity to make a point. 

“At first glance, it appears that 
my Democratic colleagues think 
they can borrow and spend their 
way back to prosperity with a 
half-trillion dollars of new spending 
and less tax relief than President- 
elect Obama has been talking about,” 
said Rep. John Boehner, R-Ohio, the 
party’s leader in the House. 

Democrats hold expanded major- 
ities in both houses, and enactment 
of the stimulus measure is scarcely

Ravens’ Flacco gets the 
best of veteran QBs 
by avoiding mistakes 


R AV E N S I Joe Flacco has been mak- 
ing headlines this postseason for 
what he hasn’t done. 

In two games, the Baltimore 
Ravens quarterback has complet- 
ed only 44 percent of his passes, 
thrown for one touchdown and is 
averaging 148 yards through the 
air. Nothing special there. 

Yet Flacco has not fumbled or 
been intercepted, and that’s the 


biggest reason he is the first rookie 
quarterback in NFL history to win 
two playoff games. He’s no Joe Mon- 
tana, but the man known in Balti- 
more as “Joe Cool” has outplayed 
quarterbacks with longer resumes 
and far more experience. 

Chad Pennington threw four 
interceptions in Miami’s 27-9 loss 
to the Ravens, and Kerry Collins 
was picked off in the red zone last 
week, a key play in top-seeded Ten- 
nessee’s 13-10 defeat. 

Although he’s careful with the 
football in his hand, that doesn’t 
mean Flacco is conservative to a 
fault. He threw a 48 -yard touch- 
down pass to Derrick Mason in 
the first quarter at Tennessee and 
directed a 51-yard drive in the clos- 
ing minutes that resulted in Matt 


Stover’s game-winning field goal. 

“I don’t care what anybody says. 
I’m going to go out there and make 
as many plays as I can,” Flacco said. 

“If it’s not there, 
I’m not going to be 
dumb enough to 
try to take the play 
anyway. I’m going 
to do what I can 
to make sure it’s 
a safe play. ... I’m 
looking to hit the 
play over the top, 
and if it’s not there, 
I’m going to check it down.” 

It’s a sound philosophy, especial- 
ly because the Ravens (13-5) pos- 
sess the second-ranked defense in 
the NFL. So, when Baltimore faces 
the Pittsburgh Steelers on Sunday 


in the AFC championship game, 
Flacco’s No. 1 priority — by far — 
will be to protect the football. 

“It’s an important part of our 
game,” he said. “If you’re not con- 
verting, not scoring touchdowns, 
at least you’re living for the next set 
of downs. You punt the ball away 
and let the [defense] take care of 
it. We’ve done that pretty well the 
first couple of games.” 

Former Ravens coach Brian 
Billick won a championship for 
Baltimore in 2001 by combining a 
suffocating defense with a take-no- 
chances offense run by Trent Dil- 
fer. When asked to assess the play 
of Flacco in the postseason, Billick 
told Fox Sports Radio, “Obviously, 
Flacco is playing above what you’d 
expect as a rookie. I don’t want to 
say he hasn’t impacted the game, but 
he hasn’t lost the game compared 
to Eli Manning and Kerry Collins, 
and some of the turnovers they’ve

Fiery Summers takes

HOYAS HOOPS I It was a sight to see. 
Georgetown’s fiery forward DaJuan 
Summers went over to coach John 
Thompson III and reminded his 
typically even-keeled mentor to 
stay calm after receiving a techni- 
cal foul in Wednesday’s 88-74 vic- 
tory over Syracuse. 

“It wasn’t fun,” Summers tried 
to say with a straight face.

“When I see a pump fake and 
drive, there’s a ‘hallelujah’ that 


goes up,” he joked before Monday’s 
loss. “There’s a time where you see 
six or seven jump shots in a row for 
us, you kind of smell that lull com- 
ing on,” Tapscott said, adding that 


he tries to call plays that go inside 
during those stretches to change 
his players’ frame of mind. 

While Washington (7-31) has 
lacked a scoring post presence for 
years, the team is conspicuously 
short on guys who can finish close 
to the rim this season. 

The coach noted how Caron 
Butler and Antawn Jamison get 
respect from both opponents and 
refs when they go inside, racking 
up points and appearances at the 
foul line. 

But point guard Mike James 
and center Andray Blatche take a 
lot of jumpers. 

As of Thursday, Washington 
was 23rd out of 30 NBA teams in 
field goal percentage, but also was 
attempting fewer free throws per 
game (22.2) than all but two other 
franchises, underlining Tapscott ’s 
point about taking the ball to the 
basket. 

“It’s a benefit to us if you see us 
driving the ball at all,” Tapscott 
said. “Good things happen when 
you drive.” eric brandner

Maryland’s reliance

TERPS MEN’S HOOPS I Early in the 
season, when the Maryland Terra- 
pins were on the verge of an inex- 
plicable loss to Vermont, Greivis 
Vasquez took matters into his own 
hands. 

Down by three points with time 
nearly expired on the game clock 
in front of him, he dribbled down 
the court. Finding no particular 
open spot, he made his way toward 
the right corner along the sideline, 
leapt and launched a 3-pointer that 
improbably made its way through 
the net. The shot forced overtime, 
where the Terrapins dominated. 

It seemed at that point that 
Maryland would go as far as 
Vasquez would take the team. 

Unfortunately for Maryland, 
that has largely proven to be true. 
When Vasquez has not played well 
or not made the miracle last-second 
shots, the team has suffered. On 
Wednesday, Vasquez shot six of 14 
from the floor. He scored 15 points 
but missed a pair of late 3-pointers 
as the Terrapins blew a 17-point lead 
and lost to Miami. 

Adrian Bowie picked up some 
slack, scoring a career-high 23 points. 


But Eric Hayes took only four shots 
and scored seven points. Landon Mil- 
bourne had only eight points. 

“This year, we don’t have a guy 
that’s running consistently to domi- 
nate the game,” said coach Gary Wil- 
liams, who is readying for Saturday’s 
game against Florida State. “We need 
guys to step it up like Adrian did 
today. We have to play like that.” 

The constant in Maryland’s 


losses has been the combination of 
Vasquez’s struggles and his team- 
mates’ inability to compensate. He 
made just five of 21 shots against 
Morgan State. Against Georgetown, 
he scored two points. In the loss to 
Gonzaga, he scored 16, but no other 
Terrapin reached double figures. 

“When I try to shoot too much, 
that’s not my game,” said Vazquez,

George Mason’s Mainstay 


John Vaughan lends 
his years of experience 
to the red-hot Patriots 

MASON HOOPS I About a month 
ago, when John Vaughan sur- 
passed 1,000 points in his college 
basketball career, George Mason 
coach Jim Larranaga joked that 
his senior guard “has been here so 
long, I thought it was 2,000 points 
we were celebrating.” 

Vaughan is in his fifth season, 
not an uncommon duration in an 
era of injured ACLs and impatient 
transfers. But because he arrived 
more than a year before Mason’s 
historic trip to the Final Four in 
2006, because he has been a regu- 


lar in each of his four active seasons 
and because, all the while, he has 
been harassing opponents with his 
resolute defense, it seems as if he 
has been in Fair- 
fax forever. 

“Man, I’ve 
seen it all,” 

Vaughan said. 

“I have experi- 
enced almost 
everything a col- 
lege athlete could 
experience — the Final Four, a con- 
ference championship, good years, 
not-so-good years. I’ve been here 
when 1,500 people were at the game. 
I’ve been here when 10,000 people 
were in the stands.” 

A support player much of his 


career, Vaughan has stepped into a 
leadership role this year and helped 
the Patriots (13-3) equal the best 
start in program history and estab- 
lish the first 6-0 conference record 
since the school joined the Colonial 
Athletic Association 25 years ago. 
Winners of five straight and eight of 
nine, the Patriots host James Madi- 
son (12-6, 4-2) on Saturday. 

Vaughan’s experience has accel- 
erated the team’s maturation pro- 
cess and set the Patriots on course 
for a possible third NCAA tour- 
nament berth in four years. “We 
have a chance to be extremely 
good,” he said. “I’m not saying we’re 
like the ’06 team, but people are

If you’re an out-of-towner (and chances are, many of you 
reading this are), welcome to Washington — kinda. The city 
you’re visiting isn’t really the Washington we locals know; 
it’s a strange, sawed-off, hyped-up alternate universe filled 
with historic events, spontaneous concerts and a constel- 
lation of celebrities — and crowded with millions of extra 
mouths to feed, including your own. 

So, you’re not really catching us on a good day. 

To help make your visit to the capital-on-’roids a little less 
rage-filled, here are some words of advice. 

Know Where You’re Going 

Before you set foot in our inauguration-swelled streets, be sure 
you understand the terrain. The numbered streets run north/ 
south; the lettered streets run east/west. The state streets run 
diagonally and the circles are there to punish us.

No matter 
which direction you’re coming from, 
you’ll likely never forget the views 
and camaraderie you’ll experience 
walking over a bridge into the city 
or just strolling through D.C. 

At the end of the day, if Metrorail 
breaks down or some other security 
threat thwarts your original plan, 
you can trust your own two feet. 

If you get tired or cold, you can 
still catch a cab — taxis are allowed 
to operate inside the restricted zone. 


Two-Wheeled Transport 

The Washington Area Bicyclist 
Association is providing free bike 
valet service from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
at I Street NW and the Jefferson 
Memorial. (Be sure to bring your 
lock.) Eric Gilliland, executive direc- 
tor of WABA, said that if riders don’t 
make it back in time to pick up their 
bikes, valets will “lock them up to 
the best of their ability.” 

Navigating back to a valet could 
be tough to time accurately. If you 
choose to cycle in solo, standard 
D.C. bike-securing rules apply. 


Braving the Metro 

•4 In our opinion, you’re rolling the 
dice if you expect to get anywhere 
on time using Metro — the system 
will be packed and, as always, vul- 
nerable to disruption. 

That said, if all goes right, Metro 
riders will have the best access to 
the city and the warmest mode of 
transport. Also, if you are not famil- 
iar with D.C. streets, Metro is likely 
your safest option. 

If regular bathroom runs are a 
part of your routine, however, don’t 
look to Metro for relief. The transit 
system is closing all restrooms for 
security reasons. 

And be sure to have a plan for 
your return trip, too. Metro officials 
are predicting a crush of riders after 
the ceremony and parade. Their 
advice: Grab lunch or see a movie 
first and then hop on the train. 


General Tips 

If you want to ensure that you’ll 
make the event you’re itching to see, 
be somewhere close to your desti- 
nation by sunrise. Seriously. That 
goes for the inauguration ceremony 
and for the parade.

life After Death 


Jamal Woolard fills 
Biggie’s shoes with 
ease in a sharp biopic 

FILM | You love to hear the story, 
again and again: young boy trapped 
in poverty chooses crime over the 
classroom, rises to infamous heights 
only to be gunned down at the apex 
of success. 

But the film “Notorious,” a biog- 
raphy of the rapper Notorious B.I.G., 
transcends gangster-flick cliches 
because of the outsized talents of 
the artist and the actor who portrays 
him. B.I.G., aka Biggie Smalls, was 
an artist of unique skill and charisma 
— all of which is captured in a pitch- 
perfect, and at times, even moving 
performance by the obscure rapper 
Jamal “Gravy” Woolard. 

This story begins in the late 
1980s, when a young Christopher 
Wallace (played by Biggie’s real son, 
Christopher Jr.) is seduced by the 
easy money being made by crack 
dealers in Bedford-Stuyvesant, 
Brooklyn. When his mother (Angela 
Bassett) discovers what the white 
stuff under his bed really is, she 
kicks the teenage hustler out, accel- 
erating his criminal exploits. 

Wallace does a quick jail bid and 
returns home with an assortment

of potent new rhymes and a new 
name: B.I.G. His demo cassette ends 
up in the hands of a brash record 
exec named Sean “Puffy” Combs 
(Derek Luke), and a rap phenom- 
enon is born. 

Unlike recent music biopics 
such as “Ray” or “Walk the Line,” 
whose audiences may have been 
unfamiliar with some biographi- 
cal events, most “Notorious” view- 
ers will know exactly what comes 
next: The classic hits; the illogical 
beef with Tupac Shakur, birthing 
the East-West feud; the twin kill- 
ings of these gifted storytellers. But 
“Notorious” manages to add some- 
thing new to Biggie’s exhaustively 
chronicled story. 

The interwoven stories of the 
women in his life give fresh insight 
into Biggie’s personality. No matter 
how bad his behavior, they always 
gave him one more chance: his 
mother, Voletta; his baby’s mother; 
the girl who Biggie plucked off the 
corner and Svengalied into the sex 
bomb Lil’ Kim; and his wife, the 
singer Faith Evans. 

With Voletta Wallace as a pro- 
ducer and Combs as executive pro- 
ducer, you might have expected the 
worst of B.I.G.’s life to be blacked 
out. But it’s all there, and it makes 
the film that much better. 

Woolard could have coasted on 
his physical likeness and Brook- 
lyn swagger, but director George 
Tillman Jr. wrings struggle, charm 
and triumph from Woolard’s expres- 
sive face. The film drips with 
authenticity, jesse Washington (ap) 


A Crime Captured on Film 


‘Paul Blart’ robs the 
likeable Kevin James 
of his comedic chops 

FILM I The biggest crime of all in 
“Paul Blart: Mall Cop” is not the 
bank heist that goes down at a New 
Jersey mall on Black Friday, the bus- 
iest shopping day of the year. Rath- 
er, it’s the egregious way in which 
Kevin James’ innate likability goes 
to waste. The “King of Queens” star 
showed he could play an underdog 


with some sweetness and depth in 
the 2005 romantic comedy “Hitch” 
— and he practically stole the movie 
away from Will Smith. This time, 
he plays yet another misfit, but one 
who’s so two-dimensional, needy 
and annoying, it’s difficult to root 
for him. 

The trouble is, James himself cre- 
ated the character: “I just love this 
guy,” he says in the film’s production 
notes. He’ll be one of the precious 
few who do. James’ Paul Blart is a 
portly pushover who tries hard to be

the tough guy as a shopping center 
security guard. Hypoglycemic and 
woefully out of shape, he’s failed the 
New Jersey state trooper exam eight 
times; nevertheless, he takes his job 
as seriously as if he were out keep- 
ing the highways safe from speeders 
and drunk drivers. 

In an anemic takeoff on “Die 
Hard,” Paul gets his chance to prove 
himself when a bunch of skate- 
boarding, bike-riding, X-Games ref- 
ugees infiltrate the mall with plans 
to rob the bank, christy lemire (ap)

A film fails to captivate 
despite solid acting 
and a moving story 

FILM I If only “Defiance” were as 
spirited and feisty as the title sug- 
gests. And it held such promise, 
too. 

The real-life story of brothers 
who lead their fellow Jews into the 
forest of Belarus during summer 
1941 to fight Nazis and form their 
own community offers a glimpse 
into a facet of the Holocaust we 
might not have known about before. 
Such a new angle is hard to find, 
especially recently, when there’s 
been a slew of films with Holo- 
caust themes including “Valkyrie,” 
‘’The Reader” and “The Boy in the 
Striped Pajamas.” 

But director Edward Zwick’s 
movie never finds a way to grab 
you emotionally, despite typically 
strong performances from Daniel 
Craig and Liev Schreiber as two of 
the Bielski brothers, Tuvia and Zus. 
It’s as ifZwick was more concerned 
with making sure we know the 
movie is about something impor- 
tant — which should be obvious 
based on the subject matter alone 
— rather than taking any narrative 
or aesthetic risks or delving into the 
complexity of the characters. 

Tuvia is the stoic leader and pro- 


tector; younger brother Zus is the 
bloodthirsty rebel; Jamie Bell, as 
the youngest of the three, is caught 
somewhere in the middle. Women 
who’ve shown up from various vil- 
lages and walks of life become their 
“forest wives,” their primary func- 
tion apparently being to fawn over 
them and then worry about them 
when they head off into potential 
danger. Naturally, Craig gets the 
most beautiful forest wife of all: 
the mysterious, blue-eyed Lilka 
(Alexa Davalos), with whom he 
shares a tastefully lighted tumble 
in a bundle of furs (He is James 
Bond, after all). 


But the Bielskis also get help, 
as their ranks grow, from refugees 
from all over who’ve heard about 
their hidden village and want to 
hide, forge a new life and, eventu- 
ally, fight back — everyone from 
carpenters to intellectuals. The 
rare moments of comic relief come 
from their attempts to fool nearby 
villagers out of their food. 

Otherwise, there’s something too 
muted, too respectful and, ultimately, 
too didactic about Zwick and Clayton 
Frohman’s script, based on the book 
by Nechama Tec. It’s a great story 
told in a remarkably unremarkable

Emma Roberts and Jake T. Aus- 
tin co-star as 16-year-old Andi and 
her younger brother, Bruce, respec- 
tively, who’ve been bouncing among 
various foster homes since their par- 
ents died. Now that they live with 
a pair of deluded, wannabe rock 
stars (an obnoxiously one-note Lisa 
Kudrow and Kevin Dillon), they’ve 
been forced to hide their Jack Rus- 
sell terrier, Friday.

AUSTRALIA (PG-13, 155 minutes) A wild- 
ly ambitious, luridly indulgent spectacle 
of romance, action, melodramaand his- 
toric revisionism, thefilm is windy, over- 
blown, utterly preposterous and insanely 
entertaining.

Saddled with his niece and 
nephew for a week and faced with the 
unwelcome concept of reading to the kids 
at bedtime, Skeeter instead makes up his 
own bedtime story, a tale of a medieval 
handyman who’s allowed to compete for 
a chance to run the kingdom. The next 


day, Skeeter is shocked to learn that his 
hotel’s owner (Richard Griffiths) is allow- 
ing him to compete for a chance to run 
the joint. Instantly, of course, Skeeter 
is back with the kids, eagerly telling a 
bedtime story that rewards him with a 
Ferrari, (dk) 

BRIDE WARS (PG, 90 minutes) 
Predictable, lazy and as overprocessed as 
Kate Hudson’s hair, this thoroughly joy- 
less movie also possesses a deep nasty 
streak, making it loathsome when it might 
have been merely annoying. Hudson plays 
Liv, a high-powered Manhattan lawyer 
who with her childhood friend Emma 
(Anne Hathaway) has always dreamed 
of getting married at New York’s Plaza 
Hotel in June. When Liv and Emma get 
engaged aroundthesametime, they book 
back-to-back Saturdays, only to discover

But it’s 
Hudson who meets with the most indigni- 
ty here, coming across as brassy, coarse 
and hardened. Forget“Here Comesthe 
Bride.” There goes the career, (ah) 

THE CURIOUS CASE OF BENJAMIN 
BUTTON (PG-13, 165 minutes) Brad Pitt 
plays the title character, who is born in 
1918 as an elderly man and then ages 


backward through the cataclysmic chang- 
es of the 20th century. Button is a naif, 
passively moving through a world and 
meeting colorful characters who con- 
tinually amaze him and — what else? 
— teach him howto live. Meanwhile, he 
nurtures a lifelong love for Daisy, played 
by Cate Blanchett at her most ethereal- 
ly beautiful. Much of the narrative ten- 
sion derives from watching Pitt drasti- 
cally alter his appearance, going from a 
wizened, hunched “E.T.”-I ike creature to 
ayoung man atthe height of ripe hand- 
someness. The movie, directed with 
a firm hand by David Fincher, is often

A Takoma Park man 
has voiced inaugural 
parades since 1957 

Charlie Brotman’s gentle, off-the- 
cuff announcing style has been an 
Inaugural Day parade tradition 
since 1957. 

It also got him into a bit of trou- 
ble four years ago. 

It seems that Brotman, an avid 
sports fan, was so excited about the 
return of major league baseball to 
the nation’s capital that he took 
advantage of a lull in the parade to 
ask — over the loudspeaker, for all to 
hear — if President George W. Bush 
would throw out the ceremonial 
pitch at the Washington Nationals’ 
opening game that year. 

Bush, in his place of honor at 
the reviewing stand, looked up at 
Brotman’s broadcast booth across 
Pennsylvania Avenue, smiled and 
shrugged his shoulders. 

“Two minutes later,” Brotman 
said, “a big guy comes up and says, 
Are you the announcer?’ I says, 
‘Yes, sir.’ T’m Secret Service for the 
president. Don’t make any more 
direct announcements directed to 
the president — and do NOT ask 
any questions of the president in 
your announcements.” 

Gulp. 

Though sufficiently chastened 
from that episode, the 81-year-old 
local legend is not to be deterred 
from having a little fun. 

After all, he’s the announcer who 
got the crowd, including the VIPs, 
to do the “wave” while waiting for 
late-arriving Bill Clinton in 1997- 
Given that President-elect Barack 
Obama is a known athlete — at 
least as a pickup basketball player 
— Brotman would like to work the 
sports angle again at next week’s 
inauguration, although in a more 
security-friendly way that wouldn’t 
prompt the commander in chief into 


revealing his schedule. 

“For President Obama, just to 
say, T hope you’re looking forward 
to throwing out the first ball — 
you’re an athlete,”’ Brotman said.

“I don’t know if I’ll ask him the 
question.” 

Brotman will be at the micro- 
phone for his 14th consecutive inau- 
gural parade, an honor he’s per- 
formed since the start of Dwight 
Eisenhower’s second term.

Park, Md., home is crammed with 
fascinating photos and other mem- 
orabilia from decades of hobnob- 
bing with politicians, celebrities 
and sports greats, mostly from his 
work as a sports public address 
announcer, founder of the public 
relations firm that bears his name, 
and, of course, as the announcer for 
the presidents. 

There’s Brotman with LB J. With 
Ford and Reagan together. Shaking 
hands with Nixon. One with each of 
the Bushes. George W. Bush has his 
arm around Brotman’s shoulders on 
the South Lawn of the White House, 
a memory from the day Brotman 
was asked to announce one of the 
president’s T-ball games. 

“He says, ‘Charlie, I understand 
that you’re the announcer for all 
these inaugurals. Do you have pic- 
tures of the past presidents?”’ Brot- 
man said. “I said, ‘Well, I’ve got a 
lot of them. I’ve got everybody but 


— you.’” 

Bush replied: “Well, let’s change 
that,” and posed for the camera. 

Brotman has distinct memo- 
ries of all the parades. His favorites 
were the showbiz-style productions 
put on by John Kennedy and Ron- 
ald Reagan. 

Now, Brotman has the honor of 
announcing a parade for the first 
black president. 

“Boggles the mind,” Brotman 
said. “It has got to be the most 
meaningful of all inaugural parades 
and ceremonies. What has hap- 
pened here is that America has 
been feeling as though it’s not the 
America of old. All of a sudden, we 
appear to be the bad guy in some 


areas, and we’re really a good guy. 
And it appears now with Obama as 
the new leader, he has persuaded 
Americans into believing this is the 
America of old. You’re going to be 
proud to be American again. This 
is exciting. It’s a love affair with our 
new leader. It’s wonderful. It’s not 
always that way.” 

Brotman isn’t sure how he got 
the announcing gig in the first 
place, although he believes Eisen- 
hower remembered him as the 
announcer at Griffith Stadium 
when the president threw out the 
first pitch for the old Washington 
Senators in 1956. 

By now, one would think that 
Brotman’s selection for the job every 


four years would be automatic, 
but he has to break through layers 
of bureaucracy to make his pitch 
anew whenever there’s a change in 
administration. 

Once he had persuaded Obama’s 
workers that he was for real — “I’m 
sure they Googled me and asked 
references and that type of thing,” 
Brotman said — they invited him on 
board and even started asking him 
for help with the parade script. 

On Tuesday, Brotman will actu- 
ally be one of six parade announc- 
ers lining Pennsylvania Avenue, but 
he’s the only one stationed in front 
of the president. 

“It’s better organized than I’ve 
ever experienced in the past,” Brot- 
man said. “They have so many vol- 
unteers to take care of each and 
every segment. It’s got to be one 
of the best parades we’ve ever had 
because it’s so well-organized.”

Inauguration Tips 

Metro columnist MARC FISHER was 
online Thursday to discuss all things 
related to Inauguration Day travel. 

I’ve heard a lot 
about bridge clo- 
sures for inbound 
traffic — what 
about for outbound 
traffic? Will at least one lane be 
open on each bridge to get out of 
the city if need be? 

Some bridges are being held entirely 
for security authorities and buses, 
but others will have outbound lanes 
remaining open. City Administra- 
tor Dan Tangherlini told me that 
he hopes to maintain open out- 
bound lanes throughout the day 
and that they may be able to open 


some lanes to inbound traffic dur- 
ing the day, depending on how thick 
the backup is into Arlington. 

Have there been any estimations 
of how large a financial windfall 
the inauguration will be for the Dis- 
trict? Hotels have tripled their rates 
with four-night minimums and a 14 
percent hotel tax. And, there will be 
millions of people eating out three 
times a day for a week at a 10 per- 
cent restaurant tax. How will the 
District spend its newfound wealth? 
Actually, while it may seem that the 
inauguration would be a windfall 
for the District, it’s not at all clear 
that it’s even a profitable venture. 
To be sure, caterers, hotels and res- 
taurants ought to do quite well, but 
remember that the vast majority of 
visitors are on buses that zip in for 
the event and, in many cases, leave 
right after, often not even allowing 
for an overnight stay. 


Will Chain Bridge be open? I under- 
stand their wanting to cut off the 
route to Georgetown, but why cut 
off access to upper NW D.C.? 

No, both Key and Chain bridges 
will be closed to cars on Tuesday, 
which is really quite unfortunate 
and demonstrates that these deci- 
sions are based more on different 
political and managerial styles than 
on any hard science. Nobody’s clos- 
ing the Anacostia River crossings, 
yet all of the Potomac River bridg- 
es are to be shut down. The official 
reason for the distinction is that 
Marylanders have other ways to 
get into the city and therefore the 
press of traffic on those Anacostia 
bridges isn’t likely to be as bad as 
on the west side of the city.

prep makeup advice 
that anyone can use. 

You’ll be in D.C. for the inaugura- 
tion and parties. Any tips for black 
tie-worthy makeup? 

You definitely don’t need to go out 
and buy a whole new makeup set. 
Look at what you already have 
and add a little shimmer or some 
sparkle. A few easy things can turn 
your everyday makeup into a spe- 
cial evening look. 

Any specific suggestions on look- 
ing pretty but not over-the-top? 

I like playing up the eyes — maybe 
try a gray, smoky look — and then 
add a pop of flush to the cheeks with 
a little bit of shine. I’ll use a shim- 
mer brick highlighter or even a drop 
of oil on top of powder blush to get 
the kind of glow that you see on the 
red carpet. Look at the actresses at 
the awards shows: They always look 
elegant, not overdone. They play up 
one thing, and that’s it. 

You just released your fifth book, 
“Bobbi Brown Makeup Manual” 
($32, Springboard), with detailed 
instructions on different looks. 

Why write such a complete guide? 

I spend most of the day with real 
women and have realized that even 
the ones who work with me want to 
know how to do things better, like 
how to make their concealer look 
more natural or their eyes stand out. 
It made sense to me to create an 
ultimate textbook on makeup. 

Will beauty novices find it too hard 
to handle these techniques? 

The book was written for both the 


woman who doesn’t know much 
about makeup and the one who loves 
makeup and wants to improve her 
skills. I think anyone can do any 
look they want as long as they have 
the right instructions. I find [put- 
ting on makeup] definitely easier 
than loading my iPod. 

In your book, you list a 10-step 
guide to perfect makeup. It seems 
like a lot of work on early mornings. 

I always tell women, “Learn the 10 
steps.” But if you only get to six one 
day, you’ll be fine. Sometimes, if you 
only get to three, you’re fine. Some 
days, you need more than others. 

Are there specific things you wish 
women didn’t skimp on so much? 

I’m amazed how many women skip 
concealer and corrector. They’re 
such a big deal — they really make 
such a difference. And also eyelin- 
er: Even just a small amount on the 
top [lid], applied very lightly, can 
really make eyes pop. 

Now that it’s winter, what can I do 
to keep my skin looking good? 

It’s important to pay attention to 
what your skin needs — often at 
this time of year, it’s moisture. In 
the dead of winter, when many 
people are so dry, I’ll reach right 


for an oil to put on my face and 
hands. I make a face oil for my line, 
but I also tell women they can use 
a simple olive oil if they don’t mind 
the food-like smell. 

You’ve seen so many faces close 
up. Is there a secret to great skin? 

People don’t like to hear it, but, hon- 
estly, the women who don’t smoke,

champagne savers out there, and 
they work, but, really, your limit in 
a refrigerator is about two days. It’s 
best to drink it all in one sitting. 

Does champagne make you more 
hungover than other alcohols? 

No, but I do think that the sweet- 
er the beverage, the worse it can 
make you feel the next day. And a 
whole bottle would give anyone a 
headache. 

What are your favorite things to 
mix with bubbly? 

I have a new favorite: cinnamon. I 
put it in simple syrup. It’s good with 
sparkling wines because so many of 
them have apple and pear notes. 

What else goes well with it? 

Apple or pear brandy, which play off 
champagne’s stone fruit flavors. 

Which foods go with champagne? 

It’s classic with chocolate. It’s also 
great with cheeses, especially soft 
ones. Salty, greasy foods are also 
terrific.

Toasting the new president with 
Illinois pinot noir or a Hawaiian 
microbrew sounds enjoyable. 

And it seems like every bar in 
town is pouring Michelletinis 
or Baracktails. But we prefer to 
drink to the new first family with 
the classic celebratory hooch: 
bubbly. French champagne 
and its domestic and con- 
tinental cousins can 
also headline in mixed 
drinks. We chatted 
with spirits expert Kate 
Simon about both drink- 
ing and blending with spar- 
klers, the subject of her new book 
“Tiny Bubbles” ($15, Chronicle). 
Do you vote for John McCain? 
We suggest tripling her recipes. 


Can you mask cheaper champagne 
by putting it in a cocktail? 

What I usually say is that if you can 
afford to get good champagne, it’ll 
make your cocktail that much bet- 
ter. But there’s no need to use real- 
ly good stuff. The beauty of mix- 
ing sparklers into cocktails is that 
adding ingredients can dress up a 
cheap bottle. 


How do I get the best bottle of bub- 
bly for the fewest bucks? 

If you’re just wanting to try a few 
cocktails or toast the inauguration, 
don’t break the bank. I’d suggest 
Trader Joe’s. They have decently 
priced champagne there as well 
as Spanish cava for under $10, and 
Italian proseco for under $12. 


Any duds out there? 

I would caution against trying 
domestic sparkling wines for under 
$10. It’s harder to find good ones. 
But one good bet is Gruet Brut from 
New Mexico. It’s about $11. 


Do I have to finish a whole bottle 
once I open it? 

You have to finish bubbly relatively 
soon after you open it. There are
